A government liquor store will' be 
opened in Bassano about December 1, 
is the statement made by the Bassano 
Mail. 

Indian farmers on the Blood Indian 
Reserve, near Cardston are raising 
wheat crops averaging more than 
thirty bushels to the acre this season. 

A Brook’s farmer was fined $50 for 
having an estray animal on his place 
without notifying a brand reader For 
their own sakes, farmers should be 
more eyeful about estray animals. 

The Prince of Wales will be repre¬ 
sented at the International Livestock 
Show at Chicago next week, by Prof. 
W. L. Carlyle, his ranch manager, who 
has made several entries from the E. 
P. Ranch. 

The directors of the U.G.G. were re¬ 
elected by acclamation amid much en¬ 
thusiasm at the annual meeting held 
at Winnipeg last week, Crerar, Rice- 
Jones, J. Kennedy and McKenzie were 
the men elected. .. _ 

Official figures given out at the 
Calgary Grain Exchange show that 
the grain inspections for October were 
more than those for August, Septem¬ 
ber and October last year combined. 
In oats barley, rye and wheat, 6,111 
cars of all grains were inspected last 
month, 4,734 being wheat. The total 
ears for August .September and Octo- 
bre last year were 4,600. 

A crop map prepared by the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway, received at the 
Department of Agriculture at Edmon¬ 
ton, shows that of the 32 stations on 
the C. P. R. in the West yvhich shipped 
more than a million bushels of wheat 
in 1923-24 season, 20 were in Alberta. 
Two stations on the system, in the 
West shipped more than two million 
bushels, one of them being in Alberta. 
This was Vulcan, south of Calgary. 

Attendance at the Agricultural 
Schools this year shows a considerable 
revival of interest in the schools. The 
attendance at the Olds School of Ag¬ 
riculture this term has reached 180. 
The attendance last year was 132 
The attendance at the Agricultural 
School at Claresholm in now 79, with 
eight or ten more to come, compared 
with a total attendance last term of 
70. At Vermilion School there are 
now 50 British youths in attendance. 

The Annual Fall Term Dance will | 
be held at the Claresholm School of 
Agriculture on the evening of Friday, 1 
December 6th. This dance is arranged 
by the staff and students for the en¬ 
tertainment of their friends in the 
Claresholm district and the ex-stud¬ 
ents of the school." A good orchestra 
bps. be^n edfeaged .for this occasion. 
All former students of the school of 
agriculture are cordially invited to be 
present. Formal invitations are being 
issued to others.

But their search 
for happiness is haphazard, whimsical 
and convulsive. God is love and hap¬ 
piness. And all roads to God may be 
good. But, lacking the organization 
that is religion, too fhany of the 
world’s people arc taking up their 
pilgrimage to God through a track¬ 
less forest without even the faintest 
blaze to guide their way. There are 
those without religion that may stum¬ 
ble upon happiness; as the green pros¬ 
pector may stumble upon a vein of 
gold. But the happiness quest for 
most of us must wind its way over 
paths that millions of feet have worn 
before. 


INTERESTING MEMOIRS 


A former Editor of the Northcliffe 
paper in England has produced his 
memoirs, and what he writes about 
the Versailles peace conference where 
the world’s greatest statesmen gather, 
ed to end the walris very interesting: 
He tells how Clemenceau called Lloyd 
George a lia \, how Lloyd George 
shook Clemenceau by the collar, how 
Woodrow Wilson separated the com¬ 
batants. He tells how Clemenceau re¬ 
fused to talk to Wilson because, he 
said, Wilson regarded himself as “a 
second Messiah.” If this information 
had been published when it was news, 
some of the world’s heroes might have 
toppled very suddenly to the ground. 
And the people of his own country 
might have given Wilson a more sym 
pathectic support had they known the 
true temper of some of the foreign 
statesmen with whom he dealt. Mem¬ 
oirs of this kind are simply delayed 
news, suppressed for purposes of ex¬ 
pediency. 


AERIAL FLIGHTS 


The first recorded attempt at aerial 
flight in England was made in the 
Eleventh Century, when Oliver of 
Malmsburg, fitted wings to his hands 
and feet and flew from the top of a 
tower for more than a furlong. He 
fell and maimed his limbs, and declar¬ 
ed his failure was due to the want of 
a tail as birds have. The successful 
translantic fight of the ZR3 has been 
followed by the announcement that the 
British Government has placed a con¬ 
tract for the construction of two dirig¬ 
ibles with a gas capacity of five mil¬ 
lion cubic feet, being twice the size of 
the ZR3, and with accomodation for 
two hundred passengers, with all the 
comforts of modern travel. It is in- 
tennded to place one of these ships 
on the run to Australia, via Egypt and 
India, The difference between the 
failure of Oliver of Malmesburg and 
the achievements of today is~the dif¬ 
ference between ignorance and ordered 
knowledge. 


H. Grindell Mathews, inventor of 
the “death ray” says his machine can 
explode powder, light lamps, kill mice 
and burn men at a distance of 35 
yards. He has exhibited the machine 
in France and is. now bringing it to 
America. If Mathews would supply 
"life rays” that will cure cancer, make 
soil fertile and carry power to aero¬ 
planes he would be engaged in com¬ 
mendable work. We have too many 
death rays now, and what we want is 
more life rays. 

A deputation asks the Minister of 
Education in Ontario to include sex- 
hygiene in the public school curricu¬ 
lum and the Minister said that the 
home was the best place for such in¬ 
struction. That’s the way to talk. The 
faddist has had too much scope al¬ 
ready in building up the school cur¬ 
riculum.—Kincardine Review. 


Recently we read an excellent arti¬ 
cle from the pen of an American who 
visited England last summer, and we 
reproduce the concluding paragraphs 
of his capital story: 

“I came home in love with the 
blooming British. From the time I 
landed there I felt the oneness Of the 
two countries. Why shouldn’o an 
American feel so in London? Their 
history and ours were the same his¬ 
tory up till a few tiny hundreds of 
years ago (you don’t realize what a 
moment a century is till you walk 
about the corridors more tharf a thous¬ 
and years old). And more (han this: 
“When you realize that Greit Britain 
taxed to within an indfcjofher life is 
the only European nation standing on 
its hind feet and paying/its debts vol¬ 
untary (like an honest Naan, though 
nobody is paying her anything), you’ll 
rejoice, as I did, to realize that nation 
is our next of kin!” 


ALBERTA JUDGING TEAMS WIN 


Considerable distinction has been 
brought to the Province of Alberta 
during the past week by the success 
of the stock judging teams which rep¬ 
resented the province at the Royal 
Show at Toronto. The team in swine 
judging from Vegreville, comprised of 
AJbert Jones and Peter Wylie, was 
successful in winning the Canadian 
National stock judging competition 
against the other western teams at 
Toronto. This team won the C.P.R. 
silver trophy in the swine judging 
competions of the boys and girls clubs 
in Northern Alberta some weeks ago, i 
and also the free trip to the Toronto 1 
show, offffered by the Canadian Na¬ 
tional railways. The team was coach¬ 
ed by F. H. Newoombe, district agri¬ 
culturist of the Provincial Department 
at Vegreville. The Macdonald cup in 
the stock judging contest at Toronto, 
was won by the team from Alberta 
University comprised of Thos. Devlin, 
Wm. Gentleman, Malcolm McAra. C. 
K. Johns and L. B. Thomson, n charge 
of Prof. Sackville of the Animal Hus¬ 
bandry Department of the University. 
Premier honours in the entire compe¬ 
tition were carried off by Devlin.

INTERESTING TALK 

Minister of Agriculture Telle of Im¬ 
pressions Gained in Denmark on 
Co-operative Marketing 

Hon. George Hoadley, Provincial 
Minister of Agriculture, since his ex¬ 
tended trip to Europe this summer, 
has been heard in several places on the 
rtudy of matters which come under 
the consideration of his department 
and which are of interest to all in an 
agricultural country and particularly 
to the farmers. The Advocate is 
pleased to give space to the following 
from the High River Times, being a 
report of an address delivered by Mr. 
Hoadley in High River but a short 
time ago. 

With a jocular reference to canned 
horseflesh, the Hon. George Hoadley, 
opened his talk on Monday afternoon 
on the subject of the co-operative sel¬ 
ling of livestock and impressions gain¬ 
ed by him while on his European tour. 

The chair was taken by Mr. Brent 
McLeod, president of the U.F.A., who 
introduced the Minister of Agriculture 
in a few well chosen words. Then Mr. 
Hoadley proceeded with what might 
be termed a “talk" on impressions 
gained in Europe, where he had an 
opportunity of studying co-operative 
marketing of farm products. Arriv¬ 
ing in England he visited Wembley 
Exhibition and later visited Denmark, 
Belgium, Holland, France and Ger¬ 
many and the information gained 
there, he was glad to impart to those 
who desired bo listen. Wembley Exhi¬ 
bition was a very wonderful and suc¬ 
cessful affair and he was confident ex¬ 
cellent results would follow. Lord 
Strathcona first mooted the holding of 
such an exhibition in 1913, then foL 
lowed the great war and it was aban¬ 
doned until 1924. The main object of 
staging such an exhibition was to il¬ 
lustrate the great possibilities of Brit¬ 
ain and the various dominions that 
comprise the British Empire and to 
show the people of that country they 
could live within the Empire and be 
piosperous and contented if they de¬ 
sired. He drew a picture of Australia, 
New Zealand, S. Africa, India and Can 
ada, lands of wonderful rich reeourcet 
with different altitudes, climates, etc., 
Of Canada he thought we were lucky 
in having our distinct seasons of cold 
and warm. At Wembley the re¬ 
sources of the different dominions 
were excellently portrayed and in a 
manner that oould not help but make 
a favorable impression on the minds 
of the thousands of people who daily 
passed through the Exhibition build¬ 
ings. To visualize the hugeness of 
Wembley, he told of two wonderful 
buildings, the Palace of Engineering 
and the Palace of Industry. The first 
building was the biggest concrete 
building in the world, and the services 
of 25 leading British Architects were 
required in the construction of it. 
He briefly described the amazing ex¬ 
hibits contained in the buildings, of 
ihe first locomotive made and of the 
Flying Scotsman which travel#at 90 
miles an hour. All mechanical marvels 
< f Britain were under this roof. The 
celebration of Empire Day at Wem¬ 
bley was spectacular. A massed choir 
of 10,000 voices accompanied by 1000 
brass instruments and 250 pipers in 
Heiland attire, marched into the build¬ 
ing and rendered music never to be 
forgotten. He told of a map of the 
world showing Canada as the centre, 
mercantile ships traversed the ocean, 
entering Canada via the St. Lawrence 
river. Leaving England, he went to 
Denmark to see for himself, how the 
people of that country carried oir their 
co-operative selling of farm products 
and methods pursued in breeding the 
best types of live stock. He went out 
to a select breeding centre for pigs, 
owned by Mr. Olson and there he saw 
the finest pigs he ever clapped an eye 
upon. He was first struck with the 
cleanliness of the pens, and the pigs 
were a perfect bacon type with lots of 
meat between the shoulder and ham. 
fhat’s the kind of bacon demanded by 
the fastidious bacon consumers of Eng¬ 
land and also Scotland, and Denmark 
is catering to that trade which is the 
best in the world. About forty years 
ago, this market was in Germany but 
an embargo on pork came and practi¬ 
cally ruined the Dainsh breeders. 
Then they looked to England for a 
market and found it there and since 
their they have kept that market, be¬ 
cause they studied the tastes of Brit¬ 
ish people and shipped to London 
what they desired, and to Liverpool 
what was demanded there. London 
people prefer fat with the lean, while 
Liverpool wants more of the lean, He 
visited numerous smaller pig farms in 
Denmark and found them all ambi¬ 
tious to breed the best of the bacon 
type. Mr. Hoadley then told of how 
the packing plants sold the bacon to 
the highest market and after sales 
were made, payments were given the 
farmers after all expenses were paid. 
In Denmark the producers derive 70 
per cent of the price of the hog under 
• he Co-operative system, while here 
the farmer is lucky to get 40 per cent. 
There, hog men do not ask what the 
price is when they deliver, for they 
know they will get their full amount 
after being marketed. Denmark has 
an advantage, inasmuch as they can 
Diace their bacon in the London mark¬ 
et, 36 hours after killing. The pas¬ 
sage over the North Sea is as good as 
oold storage and the bacon is in prime 
condition upon arrival in England. 


He found criticism in England as to 
our grading of banon. Denmark will 
not permit inferior bacon to be ship¬ 
ped and Canada should do likewise. 

The dairy industry is also wonder¬ 
fully well conducted there. Dairymen 
graze their milch cows on narrow and 
long strips of land, they are tethered 
and can only obtain a certain amount 
of grazing and stables and pastures 
are absolutely clean and tidy. Their 
cows are similar to the Jersey in con¬ 
formation, and as big as a Guernsey 
Women and young people do the milk¬ 
ing and milk is placed on stand and 
later taken to creamery, the cream is 
separated and milk pasteurized and 
returned to the owner, who feeds it to 
his family, the balance going to the 
hogs. Milk is a necessary food for 
the production of good bacon such as 
is required in England. The minister 
of agriculture remarked that Canadian 
butter was not popular but he had 
found that Alberta butter was consid¬ 
ered very excellent, but unfortunately 
Alberta butter had been mixed with 
Ontario butter to its detriment. He 
advocated the shipping of Alberta but¬ 
ter by Vancouver to avoid this mixing. 
Last yVar, Alberta exported 4,009,000 
pounds^ of butter, large quantities of 
eggs and this year wjll sKip 100 car¬ 
loads of poultry, all of which indicates 
that farmqys of Alberta are going in 
for diversified farming as never be¬ 
fore. The farmer who produces some¬ 
thing from the land will get good re¬ 
sults only by selling through Co-oper¬ 
ative methods, and by trying to pro¬ 
duce the best. The speaker paid a 
tribute to the schools in Denmark, 
where the farmer is a leader in every 
branch of endeavor. They have beau¬ 
tiful homes, and records are kept of 
the productivity of each cow, and 
every department is kept free from 
the other. The railroads in that coun¬ 
try are different from ours. Here 
they are operated in order to pay di¬ 
vidends to investors, there for service 
to the country. 

Going from Denmark to Holland Mr. 
Hoadley passed through Germany. He 
did not witness any evidence of pover¬ 
ty but thought it was a land of plenty. 
Holland was not so highly up in Co¬ 
operative marketing, although the 
beet sugar industry appeared to be 
controlled fairly well. 

He told of the canal system in vogue 
in that country and how the farmers 
convey their products from the farms 
in small barges on through the canal 
systems and finally to England. There 
are many farmers of excellent types 
anxious to come to Canada if they 
can only get sufficient money to do 
so. They cannot afford to pay the 
high rents demanded there and are 
looking for a land of hope and glory 
where they can get away from ex- 
l.orbitant rentals. He thought these 
men could do well on Irrigated lands 
as they are intensive farmers. He 
would like to see them oome to West¬ 
ern Canada. The food and mouth dis¬ 
ease was depleting herds in England, 
Belgium and California and it was his 
oj inion that the price of beef would 
£■0 up by next spring at'{he latest. 
There was a shortage of stock 
throughout the world rmda rise was 
inevitable. He suggested an advertis¬ 
ing campaign to popularize the eating 
of beef. It has been done with fish, 
mutton and apples—why not beef? 
j We have a wonderfully rich country 
of many millions of acres of tillable 
land, with only 6,000,000 acres under 
cultivation. We are the granary of 
the world and produce the finest mil¬ 
ling wheat in the world- In 1923 Al¬ 
berta produced 159,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, or an average of 28 bushels 
per acre, and that was mostly Marquis 
wheat. In 1903 Dr. Saunders, that 
faithful Canadian official, produced 
the first seed of Marquis wheat which 
Ins proven to be such a success as a 
milling wheat, yet the great services 
rendered Canada is rewarded by his 
grateful country by the granting of a 
pension of $21 per month. Think of 
it? ,$21 per month. 

Several other points made by the 
speaker worth reproduction were: 

In 20 years we will have the great¬ 
est market in the world for our wheat 
in the United States, and Canada will 
have to supply that demand. 

The milling industry in the U. S. has 
been built up on Canadian hard wheat, 

About 177,000,000 bushels of Cana¬ 
dian wheat was carried from our ter¬ 
minals at Fort William by American 
boats to American ports and from 
there to England last yejpr-wfiich net- 
'ed Americans the sum of $40,000,000. 

Canada occupies a strategic position 
Let us tighten the bonds of the Em¬ 
pire by shipping our own grain on our 
rwn boats to Britain. 

The young Englishmen who came 
recently to Vermillion to study farm¬ 
ing methods are of a high type and 
will make splendid citizens. Many 
men of influence in England, 1 are 
awaiting results and the government 
is desirous that every opportunity is 
Afforded these young men to make 
good by giving them advice and pro¬ 
tecting them against sharpers. If 
these young men are impressed with 
our possibilities, others will follow, 
and there will be no dearth of capital 
to follow them.

A CLEAN RECORD 


Though the flying operations of the 
Royal Canadian Force during 1924 
have taken up 3340 hours of flying 
time, there lias not been a single fat- 
alty or any accident involving serious 
injuries to any ofthe personnel, which 
proves, according to a bulletin issued 
by the air force “that flying, as car¬ 
ried out by carefully trained person¬ 
nel, is quite applicable to every-day 
civil life.” 

Returns to the end of October show 
that of the total flying time 1220 fly¬ 
ing hours were for air force training, 
test flights, etc.; 60 hours wefe flown 
during operations with the militia 
farces, 16 hours joint operations with 
the Royal .Canadian Navy, and the re¬ 
maining 1940 hours were flown wholly 
in connection with the works of other 
Government departments. 

The forestry branch is using the air 
service more and more. In the prov¬ 
inces of Alberta and Manitoba this 
year work on forestry patrol, involv¬ 
ing 1360 flying hours was carried on. 
Over three million acres of forest 
land in Alberta were covered twice 
daily by forest patrol in the West dur¬ 
ing the season of fire hazard. In 
Manitoba 40,000,000 acres were under 
observation from the stations at Vic¬ 
toria Beach and Norway House, and 
in some instances r fire-fighting forces 
with their pumps and gear were trans¬ 
ported to the scene of the fire by 
planes. 

No less than 40,000 square miles 
Were photographed frorr) the air for 
the topographical survey department. 
Another feature of the flying pro¬ 
gramme for 1924 was the fishery pro¬ 
tection work on the northern British 
Columbia Coast. 


With the continuation of the present 
rate of production to the end of the 
year, the value of British Columbia’s 
mineral output for the currrent year 
will amount to approximately $50,000- 
000. This is $9,000,000 more than Last 
year.

WHAT CAN I DO! 

Western Canada is entering upon a 
new era of prosperity. A change for 
the bteer for individuals in all walks 
of life is seen on every hand. The 
prospective improvement will be re¬ 
flected in the private and business life 
of all concerned. Business men from 
Eastern Canada who in recent years 
have advanced capital for the devel¬ 
opment of Western industry, whether 
it be agricultural or otherwise, rural 
or urban, view the general situation 
with great satisfaction.

During the last two years j 
this has been altered to a measureable 
extent Last year the West was bles¬ 
sed with a bumper crop; this year the 
crop was not so large, but the price 
was better and the cost of production 
was lower. Between the two years 
The return has been sufficient to en¬ 
able the ultimate consumer to liqui¬ 
date some ‘of his- outstanding obliga¬ 
tions as well as to keep pace with his 
immediate requirements. The liqui¬ 
dating of these old debts has hail a far 
reaching effect and in fact works a- 
round into a circle. The farmer who 
sells his crop and is able to settle a 
debt that has been outstanding for 
several years has done his share to¬ 
wards creating better conditions. The 
payment may have been made to the 
local storekeeper, machinery man or 
lumber man. A portion of that mon¬ 
ey stays in the community in which

the debt was contracted and later paid. 
The merchant who reecived thepay- 
ment was placed in the position of be¬ 
ing able to pay his wholesaler, who in 
turn passed the money on into various 
other channels, enabling individuals 
in the employ of other industries to 
purchase more of the produce of the 
farms, So when the farmer gets his 
money for his grain and pays off his 
local merchant he is starting an end¬ 
less chain in motion that reaches 
around the whole country. So it is 
quite apparent that the prosperity 
that is in view for Western Canada 
can only become an accomplished fact 
through the realization that for all 
to share in this prosperity each and 
every one must do his share to pro¬ 
mote it.

PRIZE ESSAY 


Rosie Korszynski Wins First in Pub¬ 
lic School 


The following is the first prize es¬ 
say on "Fire Prevention”, in thd Pub¬ 
lic School section, Vulcan Schools, 
written for the annual competition on 
this subject: 

There are many thousands of dol¬ 
lars lost yearly by fire in Alberta 
alone, so think of the great loss in 
Canada. We can prevent this loss 
if we are more careful. The average 
loss for Canada by fire in ten years is 
forty-eight million dollars. The aver¬ 
age loss for Canada in nineteen-twen¬ 
ty-three alone ,was two hundred and 
eighty-two thousand, three hundred 
and eighty-two thousand, three hun¬ 
dred and fifty four in property alone. 
The fires cost Canada one iiundred 
million, eight hundred and ninety-four 
thousand, three hundred and eighty- 
four dollars. Seventy five per cent, 
of these fires were caused by negli¬ 
gence. In ten years, fire has taken 
the lives of three thousand, five hun¬ 
dred citizens. Sixty per cent of these 
lives were children under twelve years 
of age. It cost Canada one hundred and 
forty thousand dollars a day, or one 
hundred and forty dollars a minute, 
for insurance. In the European coun¬ 
tries they pay thirty five cents per 
head, for fire protection. In Canada 
we pay six dollars. So you can see 
for yourself how many more fires we 
have in Canada, than in the European 
Countries. In nineteen sixteen, there 
were five hundred and sixty-three 
deaths in Canada. In nineteen seven¬ 
teen, two hundred, and thirty-five 
deaths. In nineteen eighteen, two 
hundred and sixty one deaths. In 
nineteen nineteen, six hundred and 
thirty-nine deaths. In nineteen twen¬ 
ty, two hundred and eighty-six deaths. 
In nineteen twenty two, three hundred 
and thirty-six. In nineteen twenty 
three, three hundred and ninety-seven. 

There are many ways of preventing 
fires, if we only think over how they 
are all started. The mistakes that are 
made are very simple. 

1— One of the simplest mistakes 
which often starts fires, is the collect¬ 
ion of soot in the stove pipes. The 
soot may catch fire if the stove is 
over-heated, and then it is able to 
catch fire, to the wood-work or any¬ 
thing that happens to be near it. 

2— Always be sure that the stoVe 
pipes are securely wired up, so as they 
cannot fall down. The walls above the 
stove pipes, should be protected by 
brick, cement, or sheet metal. 

3— Another way * in “which fires are 
often started, is carelessness in throw¬ 
ing out ashes. They should be quite 
cold if thrown out in piles, but they 
should really be put in a metal con¬ 
tainer because if they are thrown out 
near a wood-pile, or anything that is 
able to burn, some serious damage 
might happen. Rubbish of any kind 
should not be left near buildings. It 
should be burned in a metal container. 
Children light bonfires which can easi¬ 
ly catch fire to something, and do 
damage to a great extent,' which will 
cost a large sum bf money. Therefore 
they should be forbidden bo carry 
matches. 

4— Never use gasoline inside the 
house for cleaning. If you are com¬ 
pelled to do so, for any other purpose, 
do not use it near the stove as it is 
likely to explode. Always remember 
when you are using this substance, 
you are taking a great risk of your 
lives, and property of any kind. Nev¬ 
er use kerosene near the fire as it is 
also dangerous. 

5— Do not dry clothing, or any 
flamables near or above hot stoves, as 
they can easily start a fire. 

6— Oily rags should be kept in stan¬ 
dard metal waste cans, and contents 
removed and burned euch night. 

7— Never leave children alone at 
nights because they might chance to 
play with matches, and when you re¬ 
turn, the house might be burned. 

8— Remove all dry grass and leaves 
from your premises,.before some one 
carelessly throws a match near them. 
. .9—Don’t use coil oil, benzene, or 
naphtha in lighting or replenishing 
a slow fire, it may result in death. 

10— Don’t fill any lamp with gaso¬ 
line, or coal oil while the lamp is 
lighted. Keep all burners clean. 

11— Always be careful with lamps 
if you use them. Never leave children 
alone with lamps because they might 
knock them over, or jerk the table 
or any object on which they stand. 

12— Use safety matches, they cost 
no more. 

13— All buldings, over two stories 
high in height, should be provided 
with fire escapes. 

14— Don’t throw any lighted cigar- 
etts, cigars, or Jighted matches away. 

16—Don’t use’ gasoline, or benzene 
to clean clothing, near an open flame, 
Tight or fire. 

IT—All dwellings, and their sur¬ 
roundings should be carefully inspect¬ 
ed by their occupants frequently. 

18— Fire drills should be held for 
children in all schools, so that in case 
of fire, the children will not rush out, 
btit march to safety in an orderly way, 

19— Do not dry clothing,and inflam- 
ablcs near, or about hot stoves. 

20— Steam pipes should not be in 
contract with wood, or other combust¬ 
ible substance. 

21— Be sure all flue holea, to be 


used this year, have good metal stops, 
as many fires are caused by sparks 
through papering over un-used pipe 
holes, in the chimney. 

22— Do not use canned heat, near 
a stove as it is very likely to explode. 

23— -Never leave fat in the oven. 

24— Do not over heat your iron 
when ironing. 

26—It is better to keep all light 
wood, kindling and boxes in sheds,sta¬ 
bles or basements in orderly piles and 
not to have papers, or anything else 
mixed with it. 

26— Stairways should be kept closed 
and clear at all times 

27— All doors should swing freely 
in schools and public buildings. This 
may prevent the loss of many lives. 

Think these questions over careful¬ 
ly. 

1— Do you use safety matches? 

2— Are floors under stoves, protect¬ 
ed with, tile, brick, concrete or metal, 
so at to prevent them taking fire from 
the heat? 

3— Are stoves pipes, passing 
hrough partitions properly protected ? 

4— Are ashes deposited in metal re- 
ceptitacles, and removed from the 
buildings weekly? 

5— Are chimneys in good repair? 

6— Have flues been cleaned for win¬ 
ter? 

7— Is the use of gasoline forbidden 
inside the house ? 

8— Do you know the telephone num¬ 
ber of the fire department? 

All the rules that I have mentioned, 
are very simple, and if all of us will 
keep them in mind and try to follow 
them, I v think the loss of fire would 
decrease greatly. So let us all join 
together to help in the defeat one of 
the most destructive forces for the 
future prosperity of the Dominion.

Returns of cream grading for ten 
months of the present year show a 
continued increase in the quality of 
cream produced in the province. To 
the end of October of this year, a 
total of 46,705,476 lbs. of cream had 
been graded, compared with 38,294,195 
for the same period of last year. Of 
the amount graded this year, 41 per 
cent, graded special compared with 
37.6 per cent, last year, and 44.6 per 
cent, "graded compared 4 per 

cent last year. TherdTias been a con¬ 
sequent drop in seconds from 16.9 per 
cent, last year to 11.3 per cent, this 
year. The increase in cream graded 
this year over last year in the ten 
months has been 21.2 per cent. The 
amount of butter graded in the ten 
months has been 13,008,223 lbs. com¬ 
pared with 9,057,692 lbs. for the same 
period last year, an increase of 43.6 
per cent. 


The Liberals of Britain will raise a 
fund of $2,600,000 with a view to re¬ 
capturing a prominent place in public 
life, says a cable from London.

The overseas dominions are in ac¬ 
cord with the demands made by the 
British government against Egypt for 
the assassination of Sir Lee Stack, the 
Sirdar. The Egyptian government has 
paid £500,000 demanded by Britain 
and the Soudan must be evacuated by 
Egyptian troops. 

Grain exports from Vancouver since 
the opening of the crop season have 
almost doubled those of the corres¬ 
ponding months of 1923; 6,002,548 

bushels having left the port this year, 
against'2,927,696 last year. This seas¬ 
on’s total was distributed as follows: 
to the United Kingdom, 4,017,362 
bushels; to the Orient, 589,263 bushels 
to the Antipodes 242,340 bushels, and 
to other countries, 153,583 bushels. 

The Canadian Government plans 
to have radio sets in every police 
station from Edmonton capital of 
Alberta, to the Artie Ocean, a dis¬ 
tance of more than two thousand 
miles, mostly wild country, inhabit¬ 
ed by Indians, Eskimos, traders, trap¬ 
pers and prospectors. 

Halifax Port authorities report that 
10,000 cattle are to be shipped to Hali¬ 
fax during the winter months and in¬ 
dications are that the cattle shipments 
through that port during the coming 
winter will be the heaviest in years. 
A large shipment is already en route 
to Halifax for shipment to England. 

More than a hundred delegates from 
every Blackfoot tribe on the continent 
attended the first convention of the 
tribe at Macleod, in Southern Alberta, 
last week. The reports of fhe conven¬ 
tion describe it as a conclave of sober- 
minded, intelligent Indians bent upon 
the discussion of problems peculiar to 
them and the development of their re¬ 
serves. Many ofthe members of the 
Blackfoot tribes in Alberta are suc¬ 
cessful farmers. 

the latest report made by the C. 
i’. K. on grain shipments irom South¬ 
ern Alberta trovits puts Vulcan in sec¬ 
ond place to IN an ton ,the latter being 
credited withl750,000 bushels, and Vul¬ 
can with 700,000. This is about half 
of the Vulcan record for 1923 but 
when all is loaded out this year the 
figures given will be much increased, 
and Vulcan will be there or there¬ 
abouts when the lecord for 1924 is 
established. 

The manufacture of a recently in¬ 
vented grain stocking machine will 
fce- started around the first of next 
year by the Harry G, Kempt, Limited, 
of Calgary. Plans are now under way 
lor the construction of a plant which 
will have a capacity production of sev¬ 
eral thousand machines per annum. 
The machine is designed so that it can 
be attached to any binder r ahd-it will 
take the sheaves from the binder and 
deposit them on the ground in stooks 
of from 8 to 12 sheaves. 

Two liquor cases were aired at the 
Police Court at Blackie, before H. H. 
Wilson, J.P., on Tuesday last. The 
first case was that of W. M. Hender¬ 
son, of Brant, who was charged with 
keeping liquor for sale. He was re¬ 
manded for sentence until Saturday, 
November 29th. The second case was 
that of Leuey Ming, proprietor of the 
Cafe at Brant, charged with keeping 
liquor for sale. His case was also re¬ 
manded uhtil Monday, when eveidence 
will bp given. 


The Cayley Hotel is being remodel* 
led and altered with the intention, no 
doubt, of securing a license for the 
sale of beer. 

Another stage in Alberta’s progress 
as a corn growing country was mrak- 
ed last week with the holding of a 
corn show at Milk River, south of 
Lethbrige. There was a good number 
i of entries and the exhibits were of 
good quality. 

The number of horses in Canada in¬ 
creased. in 1924 by over 100,000 there 
being 3,546,233 horses classed as farm 
live stock. The cattle population of 
Canada (exclusive of British Colum¬ 
bia) is 9,198/714. Horses showed an 
increase in every province but New 
Brunswick and Ontario. Cows in¬ 
creased in every province except On¬ 
tario. 

The new plant of the Canadian Creo 
soting Company here is practically 
completed and operations are expected 
to commence early next year. They 
will treat about 1,000,000 railway ties 
annually, in addition to a large num¬ 
ber of other wood products, such as 
bridge material, fence posts, etc. 
service and more satisfaction in your 
selections will result. 

H. H. Hull, secretary of Alberta 
Prohibition party is reported to have 
said that “after six months of opera¬ 
tion, the new system of sale of beer 
by the glass and open bottle, served 
and consumed at tables on licensed 
premises is acknowledged by thinking 
people to be worse than the old bar 
system.” Such a statement is foolish 
and Mr. Hull knows full well that the - 
present system is one hundred per 
cent, better than the old bar system.
